Vice President Tells Story of How 


the Stockholders’ Money Went 


For Political Purposes. 


New York. Oct. 10.—W alter R. Gil­ 
lette, vice presment oi 
the Mutual 
Life Insurance company , testified be­ 
fore the insurance investig ating com­ 
m ittee today that the Mutual Life In­ 
surance company 
contributed forty 
thousand dollars to the republican na­ 
tional committee campaig n fund in the 
last election. 
Gillette also stated that the Mutu*'’ * 
life Insurance company contributed 
thirty -five thousand to the republican 
national committee In 1900 and fifteen 
thousand in 189 6. 
He Justified these contributions on 
the same g round as did President John 
A. McCall, of the New York Life, say ­ 
ing that the St. Louis platform of the 
democratic party and the free silver 
Issue were a menace 
to the policy 
holders. 
Gillette said he authorized these ex ­ 
penditures after consultation with the 
president, vice president 
and some 
members of the board of trustees of 
the Mutual Life Insurance company . 
The campaig n contributions, he said, 
came from a fund controlled by the 
committee on ex penditures. 
Vice President Gillette testified that 
the Mutual Life company paid $7 2,000 
last y ear for luncheons for its clerical 
force in this city . 
This was at the 
rate of almost $250 a day .

Prevalence of Wrongdoing. 


The war whoop of the reformer is 
heard in the land to such an extent 
that Europe has heard it and is pro­ 
pounding 
all 
manner

reasons, 
wise and otherwise, for “American 
corruption,” says Herbert N. Cassen 
in Munsey’s. As a matter of fact, we 
are not a corrupt people. We are the 
greatest readers of newspapers and 
magazines and the greatest believers 
in publicity. 
Every little wrong do­ 
ing is shouted from housetops, es­ 
pecially if any public official is con­ 
cerned. We are 80 millions of people. 
We elect 300,000 public officials. 
We 
spend l,r»00 millions of dollars on our 
public affairs in one year. 
If this 
vast amount of business w'ere to be 
transacted without a cry of corrup­ 
tion here and there, it would be an 
achievement that has never yet been 
accomplished in the 
history of the 
world. 
There is no 
comparison between 
the occasional pkI.Ligs and stealings 
of our offici holders and the almost uni­ 
versal corruption of Russia, where it 
jiroYerbially costs a ruble to pay a 
kopeck. 
Now and then we find spots 
on the rohe of one of our judges, but 
in Turkey, says a recent book of trav­ 
el, “any judge can be influenced by 
the gift of twenty-five cents.” 
Our 
recent insurance disclosures are bad 
enough, but no worse than the Whitta­ 
ker Wright scandal, which tarnished 
some proud names in Great Britain. 
Many an expose in Europe has proved 
that the Lnited States has no monop­ 
oly of unfit public officials. The word

We might call a baby a grafter when 
it compels us to bribe it to be good 
w”hen visitors are in the house. 
In 
short, whoever takes advantage of 
his position to make others pay him 
for favors, is likely to hear the name 
“grafter” 
whispered 
as 
he walks 
along the street. 
But, as Governor 
Folk says, “99 
per cent of the American people are 
honest. 
The dishonest 
1 per cent 
makes the trouble, because it is the 
most active in public affairs.” Politics 
is not pure, but probably it never was 
purer than today. 
It 
is 
laundered 
and fragrant as compared with the 
state of public affairs in England un­ 
der Walpole, when “every man had 
his price.” 
The present hullabaloo 
made by reformers is not a sign that 
the average 
American 
citizen has 
suddenly become 
indifferent to the 
Eighth commandment. 
It 
is more 
likely to mean that we are getting 
higher standards of public honesty 
and demanding a better grade of pub­ 
lic officials all along the line.

Coal Alley , Cindervilie, Ch ar­ 
coal Flats and th rough out th e negro 
settlements, and th ere was a demand 
for h oodoo candles wh ich bulled th e 
market and set th e manager of th e 
oil company to wiring for new sup­ 
plies, wh ich were similarly treated to 
coats of black.
